A new carpet has 
been ordered for this room, which 
40x80 feet and the finest lodge ro 
iu Western Kentucky, if not in the 
ntire State. 
The third floor of the RagsdBle, 
Cooper & Co. building, upon which 
hall is located, is reached by a 
handsome stairway landing in a 
roomy hall. The first door to the 
right leads into the Tiler's room, an 
apartment about fifteen feet square 
with doors opening into three adjoin- 
ing rooms. That to the left communi 
caies with the lodge room, that in 
front opens into the ante-room proper, 
about 15x20 iu dimensions, and that 
to the right enters the banquet hall 
40x50 feet. This room is iu the south 
of the building, the lodge room 
iu the north end, with the two small- 
er rooms between them. The tiler's 
room is papered in blue, the ante room 
iu green, the banquet hall in terra cot- 
t« ami the lodge room in blue. The 
paper is of the handsomest designs 
and all of the wood is of oak finish. 
On the west side of the lodge room, 
the long hall in which the stairway 
Jande has beep enclosed, making a 
recess 60 feet long aud about 10 feet 
wide, which will be cut off from the 
main room by curtains only.

YBAB WITHOUT A SUMMER. 

Story of Snow and Ice in 1810 from 
an Old Diary. 

The yenr 1816 ww» known through- 
out the United States and Kuropeus 
the coldest over experienced liy any 
person then living. There Wt fW 
•ons in northern New York whohai 
been in the hnhit of keeping diarii 
for years, and, it is from pngea of an 
old diary hegun in 1810 and kept un- 
broken until 18 10. Unit the following 
information repiirding this yenr with- 
out a summer !ih? been taken: 

January was so mild that most per- 
sons allowed t heir (ires to go out and 
<lid not hum wood sieept forCOOKing, 
There were a few cold dins, hut they 
were very few. Most of thttilBtth«iU 
was wnrm and springlike. February 
was not cold. Home days were colder 
than any in January, but the weather 
■was about the same. March from the 
1st to the 8th was inclined to be 
windy. It came in like a small lion, 
and went out like a very innocent 
sheep. 

April came in warm, but as the days 
#rew longer the air became colder, 
and by the first of May there was a 
temperature like that of winter, with 
plenty of snow and ire. In May the 
voung buds were frozen dead, ice 
iormed half an inch thick on ponds 
and rivers, corn was killed, and the 
corn fields were planted again and 
again, until it become too late to raise 
ix crop. By the last of May in thiscli- 
mate the trees are usually in leaf, and 
the birds and flowers are plentiful. 
When the last of May arrived in 1816 
everything had been killed by the 
cold. 

June was the coldest month of ro«es 
ever experienced in this latitude. 
Frost and ice were as common as but- 
tercups usually are. Almost every- 
thing green was killed; all fruit was 
destroyed. Snow fell ten inches 
<leep in Vermont. There was a seven- 
inch snowfall in Main, a three-inch 
fall in the interior of New York state; 
the same in Massachusetts. There 
were only a few moderately warm 
days. Everybody looked, longed and 
waited for warm weather, hut warm 
weather did not come. It was also 
dry; very little rain fell. All sum- 
mer long the wind blew steadily from

Begun in 1S72, it has been 24yeai 
in construction, and up to the present 
time has cost the city of Philadelphia 
$20,^14,727.08. Work on the lower 
wa< only completed Inst fall and much 
of the interior work on the upi>cr floor 
is still to be done and a clock placed 
in the tower with dials each of a di- 
ameter of 20 feet. When the build- 
ing is completed it is expected that all 
departments of the city government, 
included under the heads of legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial, will be 
centered therein. There arc in all 
more than 500 rooms, with a total 
flooring space of 021,438 superficial 
feet, or 14$ acres. 

There is no small difficulty in de- 
ciding under which, if any, of the 
hitherto established orders or styles 
of architecture many of the most im- 
portant structures of the present day 
can properly be classed. The city 
hall buildings arc of this character. 
Designed in the spirit of French art, 
the architecture is essentially modern 
in its leading features and present* a 
rich example of what is known by the 
generic term of tlie "renaissance," 
modified anil adapted to the varied 
and extensive requirements of a great 
American municipality. It consists 
of a single building under one roof, 
and is built of white marble. The 
whole exterior is bold and effective in 
outline and rich in detail, being elab- 
orated with highly ornate columns, 
pilasters, pediments, cornices, en- 
riched windows and other adorn- 
ments. The four fronts are similar 
in design. In the center of each an 
entrance pavilion 90 feet in width 
rises to the height of 202 feet 10r} 
inches, having receding wings of 128 
feet elevation. The fronts termi- 
nate at the four corners with towers 
four feet square and 151 feet high. 
Archways 18 feet in width by :56 
feet in height, opening through each 
of the four central pavilions, consti- 
tute the four principal entrances to 
the buildings.

obtained. 

The dust, grain, ehispas, nuggets, 
aud masses of gold from different lodes 
and from placers in different localities 
also have certain slight peculiarities 
of form that an experienced mining 
man or metallurgist long established 
in a particular locality is able to dis- 
tinguish, though to the ordinary ob- 
server all the samples In the shape of 
dust or nuggets may look alike. Each 
gold-bearing quartz vein produces 
gold, but it does so in a way peculiar 
to itself in some slight particular, aud 
t persists in the special feature which 
makes it peculiar. 

In California are certain quartz 
lodes that are spoken of as "specimen 
ledges," for the reason that they pro- 
duce gold in some peculiar form, as of 
a leaf or flower. And a specimen lode 
persists in producing its peculiar form 
of specimens, whether of leaf, flower, 
or crystal. There may be small grains 
and scales of gold in the same vein of 
no particular form, but along with 
this will be found from time to time 
the peculiar kind of specimens which 
are the distinguishing feature of the 
lode. 

Even in thte placer gold of Califor- 
nia and other regions containing 
auriferous alluvial deposits are ob- 
servable such differences of color and 
form as show it to have come from dif- 
ferent localities. The expert buyers 
of gold dust in California in the early 
days were able to tell almost at a 
glance from what mining district, and 
often from what particular diggings, 
a lot of gold was obtained. 

The gold from the blue gravel of 
the channels of the "dead rivers" of 
California— the deep drift diggings- 
possesses peculiarities that distinguish 
it from that of placers of more recent 
origin. It is always so much worn 
by ages of attrition as to be quite 
smooth on all sides and a great deal 
of it of bean-shape; also in size much 
of it ranges about as do beans from the 
smallest to the largest varieties. The 
smaller gold of the ancient rivers- is 
lb the form of thick well-rounded 
flakes or scales and round, heavy 
grains, while tho big nuggets and 
masses are of various shapes and sizes, 
but are always worn till smooth as 
the little golden "beans." 

Gold from the lava-capped drift 
diggings and from the blue leads of 
the channels of tho ancient rivers, 
wherever found, is called "lead gold." 
When a prospector hits upon such 
gold in a ravine that heads on the 
slope of a big lava-capped gravel 
mountain, he is pretty sure to trace 
it up and find in the bedrock the gap 
through which the "overflow" came 
from the dead-river channel beneath 
the mountain, then by means of a tun- 
nel he goes in under the mountain 
and finds the main lead which was 
the source of the gold he found in the 
ravine. This lead gold is sometimes 
found mingled with the gold of the 
more recent placers, one of the rivers 
of the modern system, or a big can- 
yon, having at some poi nt cut through 
a dead-river channel and carried down 
and redepoaited much of the gold; 
but wherever it is found it is known 
to have come from one of the ancient 
rivers, as it carries the ear marks of 
the blue gravel. 

The gold of Australia is much red- 
der than that of California. Guinea 
gold is also very red, but the gold of 
tho Urols, Siberia, is the reddest 
found anywhere in the world, though 
that of tho Amoor placers is a close 
second. The Mormon ten-dollar 
pieces, coined from placer gold ob- 
tained at Lemhi, had a distinctly 
green tinge when held in a certain 
way in the sunlight. Very thin sheets 
of gold show a decided green color 
when held up to any strong light.

The intrinsic 
value of the fiber has for along time 
been fully admitted; so much so 
that the Indian government twice of- 
fered a prize of f>,000 pounds sterling 
for Rhea fdasse of high quality pro- 
duced at a limited cost. The prize wai 
never won. 

The difficulty lay, as it has lain al 
ways, in the production, for which 
two distinct operations are necessary 
First, the stems have to be strippei 
of their bark, which is done by ham 
or machinery, though no machine has 
yet been invented which does the 
work so well as the cheaply-purchased 
oriental hand labor. Secondly, in the 
ribbons so stripped off, the fiber has 
to bo disengaged from the gummy 
bark, and this is only possible by 
chemical process. No mechanical 
method can thoroughly separate the 
gum and the fiber, although at least 
two companies exist which aim at 
preparing ramie wholly by machinery. 
Various chemical processes were ap- 
plied, all of which succeeded in turn- 
ing out a clean "filasee" of fiber; but 
unfortunately when tho filasse was 
worked up into yarns, threads or 
stuffs, it was found to perish after a 
few months. The strong chemical 
employed rotted the fiber. This hap- 
pened particularly with the products 
of Rhea prepared in Frauce, where 
about ten years ago great interest 
was taken in the matter. After the 
French, t he Americans took it up and 
prophesied great thingB; but they also 
Iroppod money over it. Now it real- 
ly seems that England isgoingtostep 
in and solve the problem. Mr. Gomess, 
chemist trained in this country, but 
of Indian origin, has patented a 
method which turns upon tho em- 
ployment of zincate of soda. A com- 
pany has been formed, patents taken 
out all over the world, and a sort of 
experimental factory is actually at 
work in London which turns out about 
two tons a week of ramie ready for 
spinning. — London Spectator.

EEAL "SPAN OF LIFE" 

A Rath Oar«m»n Saved by a Human 
Rope. 

Actors who "do" "spans of life" 
and "human bridges" might have re- 
oeived valuable instruction had they 
been in the vicinity of tho Passaic 
lalls, in Patorson, N. J., recently 
when Frederick Billson was saved 
from being carried over tho roaring 
cmtaract by tho efforts of four men 
who formed a living life line. 

Billson is a member of the Excel- 
•ior boat club and an expert onrsman. 
The Excelsior club house is situated 
jpst above the l'uss.iic falls, and when 
Billson entered his shell the water 
iras high and swift, and swept toward 
the Society dam, which is about 100 
feet above the falls. With difficulty 
Billtsoji turned the shell's bow up 
•tream, and, after pulling some dis- 
tance, turned about. He had miscal- 
culated his strength and soon realized 
it He was unable to gain a foot. 

Inch by inch the frail craft was 
swept back, notwithstanding the al- 
most superhuman clforts of the des- 
perate oarsman. The slender sculls, 
which flashed in and out of the wa- 
ter, bent in curves with the strain. 

Gradually the stroke beca 
feeble, and the oarsman saw tho gap 
between boat and dam grow less. 

The lost, inches grew to feet, the 
feet to yards, and, finally, with aery 
of despair, man and boat worn swept 
over the dam and on toward the Pas- 
saic falls. 

Billson, seeing the futility of bat- 
tling with the current, pprang from 
tho fragile shell and struck out for 
the rocky shore. To counteract the 
effect of the current ho swam 
stream, and, st ni^lim: hard, was able 
at last to cluteli a rock and cling to it, 
thus finding temporary safety. 

lie was by no means saved, how- 
ever. A sheer descent of eight feet 
of rocky wall was between him and 
terra tirma. Capt, Stewart Taylor, 
of truck No. 3, saw Billson's danger, 
and, calling to William Kinnane, 
Foreman Kearney and Engineer 
Nichols, of the pump hose, hurried to 
the assistance of the exhausted man. 

Billson was fast losing strength, 
and how to get at him was a prob- 
lem. Finally Taylor suggested that 
they form a human rope and reach 
out to him. Kinnane agreed to be the 
salvation end of the rope, and he was 
accordingly lowered. 

Kearney and Nichols came next, 
and Capt. Taylor acted as anchor on 
the wall. Kinnane seized the helpless 
oarsman and cried: "All right!" 
Slowly Taylor backed away, pulling 
with all his strength, while a num- 
ber of spectators who had arrived on 
the scene lent willing hands. It was 
risky work, but Billson was gradual- 
ly pulled up, and after being wrapped 
in a blanket was taken to his home.

For of 
him who has caught the profounder 
teachings of Creek literature we 
may say, in the words of the Imita- 
tion, that he is released from a multi- 
tude of opinions. We may apply to

SHOWCASES. 

Uied in Many Businesses and Sold 
In Largo Numbtri. 

The largest consumers of bIiow- 
«s aro the cigar < k-alcrs, and next 
to them the druggists. Dry goods 
dealers use more showcases now than 
over before, end largo numbers of 
showcases arc used for men's furnish- 
Cg goods and for millinery, and many 
re used by hatters, especially for out- 
side display. In some cities outside 
showcases are not permitted, but in 
many cities they are, and large num- 
bers of showcases (or outside display 
are sold, not only for hatters, but /or 
florists" and for dealers' in many other 
trades. 

There is hardly a business in which 
indoor showcases are not used more 
:>r less. Confectioners use many show- 
cases; many are used in bakeries, and 
they are used in grocery stores. Many 
are used in notion stores as well as in 
toy shops-. They are commonly used 
n hardware stores for the display of 
he finer cutlery. Undertakers use 
them to show the costly modem 
burial coffins. Stationers use show- 
cases; so do jewelers for the display 
of jewelry and silverware. 

A great many small showcases are 
given away by manufacturers of vari- 
ous articles, as thread, or sewing 
silks, or perfumery, and various other 
things, for the better and more con- 
venient display of their own goods. 
Showcases were never so cheap as now ; 
rood, modern showcases can Ikj bought 
at what seem marvelously low prices, 
and the finer showcases were never so 
handsome nor so well fitted up and 
perfectly adapted to their several uses 
as now. The old-style showcases had 
a vertical face and a level top. Then 
came showcases with bevelled fronts, 
and cases with the front panel of bent 
glass, making a rounded front. Now 
the old style has come back again, and 
there are sold a* present more show- 
cases with square fronts. Showcases 
have a greater variety of style tlran 
ever before, upright and otlierwise, 
for canes, for corsets, and for many 
other special lines of goods. The 
showcase of the moment, made by 
ll manufacturers and called in the 
trade "the silent salesman," is a case 
made to take the place of both counter 
and showcase. The top of this case 
is at the same height that the top of 
a showcase on a counter would bo, but 
the case reaches down nearly to the 
floor, where it rests upon a platform 
or base perhaps six or eight inches 
high. This is really a showcase three 
or four feet in hr.ight, extending prac- 
tically from the floor upward, with a 
Hat face and a flat top. It is made in 
any length — six feet, or any other 
length to lit spaces. It is provided 
with glass shelves for the- display of 
goods, or with drawers terraced back 
so that at least a part of their contents 
can be seen.

Features of the EaHy New England 
Architecture. 

Hardly 20 houses in all New Eng- 
land dating back of 1700 aro yet in 
unless in a materially trnns- 
undition. At best the most 
ivcrc very rough, box-ehaped, 
with a door in one hid© and a high- 
pitched roof, to Riiiki the snow slide 
off easily, and a chimney of pro- 
tligious size. A M* years ago the 
great chimney of the house ot Bos- 
cawen, where Gen. John A. Dix was 
Ijorn, was torn down and found to 
contain 1 00,000 of brick. Th« chinv 
ney of the Darling house in this town, 
destroyed about the same time, was 
about as large, lis removal provided 
the house with a good-sized addi- 
tional loom. Almost all the seven- 
teenth century houses were rooden, 
though ftbont tha oldest structure in 
England wa.s built of stone at 
Guilford, Conn., in or near 1G38.

sizes, showcases with neither wood nor 
metal upon the edges, the plates of 
glass being connected together, ond 
the case being further secured by a 
steel rod running through it just with- 
in the angle at the corners. 

The newer styles of cigar eases have 
moistening trays, which slide under 
the case and are out of sight. They 
aro very shallow trays, with a metal 
lining, and containing a sheet of felt, 
which can be moistened, the moisture 
remaining for days; this is in place of 
the cup and sponge within the ease 
among the cigars. Many cases, both 
upright and horizontal, designed for 
one purpose and another, are equipped 
with brackets or with notched up- 
rights to hold the ends of rods, by 
means of which the glass shelves in 
them can be adjusted at any height, 
according to t he requirements of the 
goods it may be desired to display in 
them. 

The introduction of the incandes- 
cent electric light made possible the 
convenient lighting of outdoor show- 
cases with fixtures that could be 
moved with the case, and now inside 
mowcases are frequently provided 
with appliances for electric illumina- 
tion. 

There are made folding showcases, 
which can be folded up to occupy less 
- 1 .are in shipment, and there arc made 
showcases that can be knocked down, 
like furniture, so as to take less space 
in shipment. The greater number of 
cases, however, are shipped complete- 
Many American showcases are ex- 
ported. Wo send showcases to the 
West Indies, to Mexico, Central 
America and South America, and to 
South Africa and to Europe. — N. Y.

PUKE COPPER. 

Edison Gives the World Another Im 
portant Discovery. 

A recent issue of ti.e Electrical Re- 
view contained the announcement of 
a discovery in the art of casting cop- 
per. Copper is ordinarily cast by the 
use of alloys. It is stated that the 
new metal, which is known as M. B. 
copper, is cast pure. Foundry men 
have hitherto considered this an im- 
possibility. 

It is al30 6tated that the new metal 
possessesan additional tensil strength 
of 33 1-3 percent.; that a much high- 
er percentage of elasticity has been 
developed, and that the new metal has 
a conductivity of 95 per cent., 
compared with the best rolled copp 
This will cause distinct changes in the 
building of dynamos, motors, railway 
and telegraphic apparatus, because 
the new copper is believed to carry 
the same amount of metal. Wire 
made of it will have greater strength 
and conductivity than the ordinary 
copper wire. 

Mr. Kdison says he accounts for the 
evident change in the atomic struc- 
ture of the metal by ftie theory that 
the shape of the crystals has been al- 
tered so that their lines are parallel, 
and that the molecules are thus 
brought closer together and iuto 
more intimate contact with eacl 
other. It is understood that Mr 
Edison is interested in the develop 
inent of this metal, and that it will hi 
manufactured under his supervision 
at his Men lo Park works. 

A Dangerous Occupation. 

Everybody knows that where there 
nro window-cleaning duties to be 
done tho servant's life is not a "happy 
one," but how many ure aware that 
the present method of cleaning win- 
dows is more dangerous than railway 
traveling* Yet so it is.
